with street cars, several thrilling res- 


lutlon setting forth the purpose and 
the appointment of an executive com- 
mittee of eleven members, which, to- 
gether with the officers of the associa- 
tion, will undertake the direction of 
the campaign for funds.

Two hundred and fifty horses which 
were quartered in the building per 
Isherl. The bodies of the four Italians 
were found In the ruins an hour aftet 
the fire had been extinguished. Tha 
money loss in the stable fire Is placed 
at $100,000. 


Another serious fire started In the 


Madison laundry in East Seventy-third 
street and swept up through the five 
story building, several of tlie uppet 
floors of which were occupied as tene 
ments. 
It was while on the way t.c 


this fire that the two fire engines were 
wrecked. The drivers of both engine 
were injured, but it is not. believe! 
that either of them was fatally hurt. 


Families Cut Off From Escape. 


The Firemen had a hard fight before 


the laundry and the tenement house 
fire was subdued because of the lack 
of water pressure. The families in the 


I upper part of the building were cut off 


rom escape by 
the stairways, but 


vere rescued by firemen. The 
fire 


caused a loss of $20,000. 


It was in a high building in Wooster 


street that most of the firemen were 
njured. Fire had been discovered on

Toulon, Fra.nce, April 23.—A five 


which broke out at the arsenal here 
shortly after midnight has assumed 
alarming proportions. 
Private resi- 


dences outside the arsenal are threat- 
ened, Immense quantities of stores 
have

amounting to many millions of francs 
has been done. 


The wall of a. store house fell in, 


burying twenty men, ten of whom 
were severely Injured. Two or three 
persons are believed to have l>een 
killed. 


Large bodies of soldiers and sail- 


ors were engaged 
in fighting the 


flames throughout tho night, but all 
the efforts to control the fire have 
been without success tip to the pres- 
ent time. Tho building in which fhe 
commission of inquiry appointed to 
investigate the explosion on board the 
battleship lena had been holding its 
sessions, Is in flames and it is said 
that most of the documents relating 
to the investigation have been de- 
stroyed. 


Some houses occupied by workmen 


and situated near the arsenal caught 
fire and collapsed, 
burning twelve

though most of them were badly in- 
jured. 


The number of men injured by the

Unfavorable Weather 


Conditions. 


In the light of present outlook, the 


prediction is freely made 
that the 


wheat yield in Allen county this year 
will not exceed one-third of a normal 
crop. It. Is further declared that the 
crop is still rapidly retrograding under 
the unfavorable weather conditions 
which have prevailed during almost 
the entire spring. 


Reports received by commission men 


i from every part, of the county are all 
of the same tenor, and Charles S. Bash 
today gave it as his opinion that the 
wheat, outlook in this section is ex-. 
tremely dubious. The winter was un- 
fcvorahle. lacking the protection of 
snow at the time of the most, severe 
temperature, and the spring has con- 
tinued with chill-freezing temperature 
nt a time when warmth ought to have 
been nourishing the grain Into life. 


Warm rains at this stage would help 


matters 
very 
materially, though it. 


could r.ot bring the yield up to norm?.! 
conditions, but the weather forecast 
does not hr>H out enticing promise for 
the immediate future. 


The engine is of a two cycle pattern, 


ind runs nicely at 100 revolutions a 
minute. The engine is valvelesa and 
starts absolutely without fail with a 
lalf turn. It will work with any car- 
buretor. 
One of the features of the 


engine is the spark coil, which is also 
a freak. The coil, instead of contain- 
ng. as do most coils, two windings of 
wire, a primary and secondary, con- 
tains six windings, the .last five of 
which are looped in series with a bat- 
tery of condensers. 


The carburetor throttle and spark 


timer are also inventions of Knaben- 
shue. The oil lubricator is different 
from most others in that it sends the 
lubricant into the machine with the 
gas mixture. 


So powerful is the engine that, it re- 


quired a great deal of experimenting 
to so fasten it in the frame of f.he ship 
that it would not tear Itself away. This 
difficulty was finally overcome by sup- 
porting it with angle irons, braced and 
counterbalanced, to the wooden frame, 
of the airship, which is reinforced with 
steel pipe several fuet either way from 
the engine.

RECLAIMING BAD LANDS. 


According to official figures, since 


tho reclamation law was enacted by 
congress In 1902. eight towns have 
been built and 10,000 people have set- 
tled on what were desert lands. To 
prepare the way for these settlers TOO 
miles of branch railways have been 
built, 1,267 miles of canals have been 
dug, many 
of which carry whole 


rivers, and forty-seven tunnels have 
been excavated. 
It is estimated that 


the territory embraced,. in what is 
known as the arid regions of the 
United 
States 
covers 
600,000,000 


But a month remains in which to 


prepare for the coming state encamp- 
ment of tho Indiana Grand Army of 
tho Republic. So far the subscriptions 
to tho fund needed for preparation 
and entertainment of the veterans of 
the great war are not satisfactory. 
Less than halt the amount needed has 
been pledged. 
The committees in 


charge must know what funds they 
will have at their disposal before 
they can plan tho scale of their pre- 
parations. 
It is not easy to believe 


that this great, wealthy, prosperous 
and" progressive city will fall or make 
it difficult to obtain pledges for the

.Missouri Law. 


Washington, D. C., April -23.—In -de- 


ciding the case of Amanda S. Whit- 
field, of Kansas 'City, Mo., vs. 
the 


Aetna -Life Insurance company of 
Hartford, Conn., the supreme court of 
the. United 'States yesterday upheld 
the! Missouri state law providing that 
the] suicide of an Insured person shall 
not'constitute a valid defense In re- 
sisting-payment-on the policy against 
the! company. 


The opinion was delivered by Jus- 


tice ' Harlan, and reversed the de- 
cision of the circuit court of appeals 
for the Eighth circuit, which decision 
>vas 'in favor of the company. 


The policy Involved was for $5,00n 


on the life of James Whltfield, hus- 
tand of the plaintiff in this case, and 
•was taken out in 1900, about eighteen 
months before his death by suicide. 
There was a clause exempting the 
company from 
paying 
more 
than 


§500 In case of suicide, and that sum 
the 'local, federal courts awarded. The 
supreme court took the opposite view. 
JustlcQ Harlan.said in part: 


"The contract between the parties, 


evidenced in the policy, is, we think, 
and! evasion-of the, statute and tends 
to defeat the objects for which it was 
enacted. 


"If, notwithstanding the statute, ihe 


company, 
by contract, 
cou'd 
have 


bounfl HSfilC, in cnso of tho suicide ol 
the .Insured, to pay-only one-tenth of 
tho principal sum. It conld have law- 
fully, contracted for exemption as to 
tho whole sum, if su°d, defeat any fic- 
tion In -which n. recovery was sought 
for the entire amount, insured. 


"The legislative intont was to cut 


up by the root any defense, as to the 
•whole and every part of the sum In- 
sured, which was grounded upon a 
fact of suicide. Tho manifest purpose 
of the statute was to mako all inquiry 
as to »suicidc wholly Immaterial, ex- j | 
cppr. where the insured contemplated 
filicide at the time he applied for his 
policy."
